1. Total Repairs and Maintenance Expenditure by Asset Category must reconcile to total repairs and maintenance expenditure on Table SA1 

2. Airports, Car Parks, Bus Terminals and Taxi Ranks 

3. For example -technology backbones (e.g. fibre optic, WIFI infrastructure) for economic development purposes 

4. Work-in-progress/under construction to be budgeted under the respective item 

5. Infrastructure includes 'land and buildings required' by that infrastructure and vehicles/plant & equipment used by the service generated by that Infrastructure 

6. Dorated/contributed & leased assets to be included within the respective sub-class 

7. Busses used to provide a service to the community 

8. Not municipal contributions to the 'top structure' being built using the housing subsidies 

9. Statues, art collections, medals etc. 

10. Ambulances, fire engines, refuse vehicles - but not vehicles that would normally be classified as 'Plant and equipment'
